PITTSOURGH, Pa., July 25.—0ne of
the most terrible results of the storm
last night was the drowning of a num-
per of conl miners in Tainter's Itun dig-
trict, Just over the Washington county
line. The boarding house which they
occupred was blown down and swept
away and of the sixteen persons sleop-
tg In 0t elght are belleved to have
been drowned, The bodles of five have
been recovered. One of them was res-
cued.

Thoy were - all | forelgners,  moatly
Italiansand were employed In the mines
of Coloned W. P, Itend and the Ridge-
way-Blshop Conl Company.

The boarding house was In a little
mining settlement called Cechl on the
line of the Eight 3ile brangh of the
Yan Handle road; which leaves the
Chartlers divislon at Bridgewille. The
ch runs over to MeDonald and
Cecld 18 located midway between the
two paints.

he fatallty oceurred at 4 a. m., when
the small stream, Palnter’'s Run, whilch
empties into Chartiers Creek, was sud-
denly swollan Into n raging torrent by
a cloudburst, The stream had been very
hizh on aceount of the rain.  But ttle
damage had been done before the rush
of waters which carrled away the tene-
ment houses.

The partleulars of the fatallty,which
have been recelved In this city, are very
meagre, owing to the remotensss of the
lacality and to the fact that the, wirces
are down, 4

Five of the bodies of the unfortu-
nate men were recovered during the
morning at various polnts about & mile
away from where the house stos Z
other ten are belleved to hava .

One of the alxtren’ was rescued while
clinging tg o tree; another of the oecu-
nt2 of ‘the bouse was  disecoversd
ging to the boughs of a tres three
miles down the stream. He was uncon-
sclous and died a few moments later.

A great deal af mining and ol proper-
ty was damaged In the districts along
the run.  The water rese sowe places 1o
a depth of thirteen feetr. The loss In the
disgtrict” will amount to Umugands  of
dollars. e

Many narrow escapes are’ reported
from the valley through Palnter's ftun
courses and it 18 not unlikely that some
athers. may have  perished, although
there §8 no -Jurther rumored loss of 1e.

Several houses In the valley were
Fwept away, but the occupints o far
as-lenrned, all inanaged to seek places
of #afety befora thelr homes werey car-
vied down the stream. Some of the
oeeupants were rescued fn’ skiffs,

The rigring in many ofl wells were
awept away and the men working about
them were compelied to flee for thelr
lives as the torrents bare down the val-
loy on its courge of death and destruc-
tlon,

‘The high water capsed the bailers to
rxplode In the No. 4 mine of Colonel W,
. Rend, the Chlcago operator. The
r housa was deatroyed and consld-
rzble damage wrought, but no one was
hurt,

A dispateb from Cecll, Pa., at noon,
favs seven boadiea have heen recovered
and «ight are still missing.

The unfortunates were not nlk  for-
flgners as at firet reported. Among the
bodles that have been recoversd were
this of Wilkinson Higzins, Mrs, Me-
Kenney, tha keeper of the boarding
honze, James MeKauney, n son: Jennle
Halmes, n domestle, and an unkpown

In Fayette county soven bridges were
washed awny between Connellsville and
Unlontown.

At West Newton, the bullling of the
West Newton Ground Cement & Lime
Company, was erushed ke an egg shwll
by falling debris from the overhanging
cliffs, The lozs will amount to several
thousands of dollars,

At Penn Statlon, a two-story  house
belonging to John' Driestadt, was coms
pletely demolished, The family was not
hurt.

The greatest damage, however, wns
in W ton county, which was the
seene of this morming's eloudburst.

Hundreds of bridzes have heen wash-
e away and traffe has beon suspends
on the Washington & Wayneshurg rall-
road.  In the ofl fields an enormous
mount of oll was lost through breaking
mains nnd scores of rigs were demol-
ished.

At Claysville, houses wore unroofed,
trees uprooted and many bhudldings
total wracks. The Unitsd Preshyt
ehurch and the Clavavile high a
hullding suffered the saeverest logs her
belng struck by lightning and wrecked,

Reports brought in from the sur-
rounding eountry state that the storm
has wrought great destructlon  for
miles aronmd, In some places houses
were removed from thelr foundatinns,
but further loss of e |5 not reported.
Many Imusos and barns were atruck by
the lghtuing,

A late dispateh from MeDonnld states
that It was o steam pipe and not the
boller at W, I Rtend’s No. 4 mine that
exploded this morning,

The Chairman of the Soclalist
Congress Adjourns the Body,

ANARCHISTS ~ MAKE  TROUBLE

——

Becnune They Are lefuseid Beata=One Tow
After Another anid Turbulent Keenes the
Ordorof the Day—An Amerlean Delogate

LONDON, July %8.~The Internatlonnl
Boclallst and Trades Unlon Congress
resumed s sesslon to-day at St Mar-
tin's town hall with Herr Singer, tlw
well known German Boclallst, and mem-
ber of the Itelehstug, resiling. The
credentinls of all the delegates  wha
presonted  thémselves  for  admisslon,
ware elosely sexutinized at the door and
several were rejected, The Englials sec-
tion, whicl controlled the prediminacy
business, declded by 221 {o 104 to ex-
clude Anarchlsty, This netion no gooner
became known the Annrchists out-
#lde than they became furious with mige
and atter flerco remarks from  (heir
leaders they made a combined rush for
the doors of the hall, overturned the
dnor-keeper and poured into the galler-
fea In spite of all apposition, This cius-
el repetition of  the exelting and
storimy weenes of yeaterday, Tom Mann
and James Kiersardie, the Engligh In-
bar 1 td, mpoke In favor of at lenst
ndmitting Here Hyndman, Thelr re-
marks were wilkily applawded by the An-
archiats, .

Other English  labor  leaders made
speoches ngainst admitting the Anar-
chigts, This brought forth n storm of
dsapproval from  the Intter, durlng
which many angry words were  ex-
changed among  the foreigners, who
ecould hardly be prevented by the more
peaceful men, from enguging In o gan-
cral free tight,

Eventually orders were glven to put
out the disturbers of the peace nnd
when some show of sa doing was made
something HRe order wias onee more ri-
stored and the debate was resumed,

After further gpeeches for nnd against
the admission of Anarchists 11 was
agreed that properly aceredited Anar-
chists Including Loutse Miched, should
he permitted to be present at the de-
bate. After several hours of addittonal
diseussion, the congress, votlng by na-
tlonulitles, upheld the Zurleh resolu-
tlon by thirteen and one-half to two
anil one-kalf, the effoct of which Is (o
exclude Anarchists from the Congreas,

During the votlng there was another
feene of the greatest excilement, Flerce

sbouting and yelling, miongled  with
scufling  and  threatening, prevatled
among the foreigners, and probably

served o8 much as anything else to har-
den the hearts of  the Englishmen
agalnst admitting the Anarchlsts,

When the congress re-assembled after
luneh the members of the Amerlean ece-
tlon objected to the presence of o del-
egnte from the New York Hack Owners'
Unlon, on the ground that the latier
belonged to the middleman elags, The
delegnte protested  to this treatmoent,
reminding the asemblage - that he had
come 3,600 miles to vote and claiming
that members of the New York Ilack
Ownees' Unlon were  workingmen, as
they drove thelr own caba. He also
threatened to go back to the Tnited
Stotes and tell the people there how he
had been treatad, After further diseus-
slon 1t was declded amld ehesra to wl-
mit thig delegnte and the congress again
adfourned amld  disorder arlslng from
the question whether M. Joures, M-
crand and Vivienl, the French social-
Ists, should be allowed to vote In the
cangress,  Severnl of the delegates ob-
feeted ta thele presenee, declaring that
the men mentloned did not represent the
French pensantry and they were not
properly acercdited,

M. Jaures succeeded fn making n
spech, during whieh he tried to prove
to the delegates that he was fustified in
voting and o vote In regard to his ad-
mission was about to be talken when
there was another uproar and a French
woman maunted  a table  and ecom-
menced o flery harangue,  Her re-
however, were inaudible among
the general din caused by the series of
repested disputea which had arigen on
nll sliles,

THE SILVER DEMOCRATS RATIFY

The Nominntion

of Nryan and Sewall,
Tho Parmde wan n Fallnre in Polnt of
Nonmbers, but a Large Crowd Attended
the Meeting—Goneral Warner Makes n
Typleal Free Sliver Speech—~Col. Arnett
Pleadswiith the Oll=Timers to Retnrn
1o the Folil

Last night in the Opera Houre, &
meeting to eatify the nomination of Bry-
un and Sewall wns hald by the free sllver
Democrats of Wheellng, The mesting
wan well attended, but the parade that
preceded it was oot fllure,

The prellminary  “Jollying'  utterly
falled to bring out the old time marching
strength of the local Democratie clubs,
who formed at the publie bullding, core
ner ot 7:00 o'vlock. « When the band bhe-
gan to play and the enlumn moved down
Hixteenth to Market, there were just
twelve members of that ones proud and
numoerous  organization,  the Young
Men'mDemocratic Clubin line. Theefforts
of the few in line to Induee Demnerats or
former Democrate, who lined the side-
walk at the publiec bullding square, to
drap In line, were quite funny.

The conversutlons In gevernl cases ran
gomething ke this:

“Bay, , you're a Democrat. Get
In tine heee'*

“Not this year; some other year," was
one of shntlar replies,

And o It went.

Outslde of the uniformed members of
the Young Men's Democratie Club in
line at the start of the parade, forty-six
men wers in line, together with fifteen or
twenty boys.On the line of march there
were some aceessions, but aitogether,
coitnting the boys, less than 100 marched
to the Windsor oy edcort the prinelpal
apeaker, General A, J. Warner, of Marl-
etta, to the Opera House,

The Opern Honuse Meeting

The meting at the Opera House was
attended by o large erowd of the faith-
ful, but In the nudience and on the stage
many af the old time Democratic leaders
were conapleuous by thelr absenes, and
when Col. Arpett, later ln the evening,
referred to this fact, the house was aa
stlll as a graveyard and the faces of tha
rank and file grew long as he made a
plea for the wanderers o return to
“thelr old love" “

On the stage, where chairs had been
placed for the 100 viee presidents namead
by the committee, only fifty were occu-
pled and the more prominent men of tha
llst printed In the leginter were not seen
during the evening. John Minkemeyer
was present and occupled a geat In the
centre of the stage. Everybody in the
house knew he was thers, for John start-
od the npplanse ever and oft with ane of
the most orfginal guffaws ever thrown
at an unsuspecting audience.

The meeting was called to order by axe
Sherit W. C. Handlan, who named Mr.
Julius Pollack as chalrman. Mr. Pol-
lack sald that the obhiect was <o ratify
timn nomination of Bryan and Sewall
and the platform upon which they wera
nominated. Ife sald that two years ago
when he met with such an inglorious de-
feat at the hands of Mr. Whitaker for
senator, he argued with the people that
the tariff was not the cause of the hard
times, but that It was the money; now
the Democrats had come to see that hls
dingnosis of the case was correct, Mr,
Palluck's remarks were not recelved
with any great monifestation of enthus-
Iasm, but when he Introduced Gen. AL J,
Warner, the applause was gencral,

Grn. Warner's Talk.

The gentleman from Marietta began
by saying that coming events cast their
shadaws before and that the enthusiasm
of the people showed that they would
triumph ut the polle in November, Ha
spoke of the varlous conventlons that
have been held, beginning with the He-
publican gnthering at St Louis, which
declared for the gold standard, and com-
pared it to what he was pleased to eall
the grandest conventlon In the history of
the country. In his mind all former
canventions of all partles have been cone
dueted by politiddans, but in the Chleago
convention the politlielans got' a black
eye and the people ran things to suit
themselves, Tle sald the politiciana had
e¢ome to Chleago to find that money;
conuld not buy the gllver men off,

General  Warner then proceeded to
enlogize Itryan and stated that no nomi-
nation slnee 1860 bad been so well re-
ecelved by the peaple. In spenking of
Sewall he said he knew the gentleman
well and although he was well oft In tha
workl's goods, nevertheless he was a
goold man and worthy to hove his nama
on the ticket. '

He referadd to the silver men's conven-
tlon at 8t Louls and sald he had been
Inrgely Inztrumental in having It held.
He lind been at the meeting last Decem-
ber in Washington, when It was deter-
minod to hold o conventlon and 1f the
Demoerats had not declared in favor of
allver, he would not have been In Wheel-
g speakinig in favor of the Demoeratia
nominer,  He dld not say much about
the Papuliats' actlon In not placing Ses
will on the tieket, but passed it by mere-
Iy saying that {t had been delezated to a
committee and would probably be set-
tled all rlght.

The Trne Patriots,

One wmusing part of General War-
ner's talk was when he referrad sars
eastlenlly to the subseribers to the bpnd
f#5ue by President Cleveland, as belng
the true patriots and the saviors of the
country.

The speaker sald the states west of the
Miselssippl would be solld for Tryan
and Sewall and when hefound that tha
atntement tekled the andlenee, he usod
it ew “whip gtiteh,”” When he began
arguine the dssne e snld thers was anlys
one amd that 18 money. The standard
was gold and silver ap 1o 1875, when
the chorge was modo for a purpose, He
siald that when the “erbne’ wWas perpo-
trated the sovernment owed $2,825,000,-
o0 war debt and he wanted o Know
why it was that one-half of the money
SF the country was destroved Beforn
the debt wad padd, e tried to show that
the twer metads were about equni then
wnil thot the action of demonetization
cut ot hall the maney from the people.
Thr conntry at that time didn't know
what {r was dobe, e admivted  that
the matter lied been avgued in Congross
far twor veutrs amd hadd been printed In
the Congressional Mecord, hut - mnde
